Your favor of August 29th came duly to 
hand. I am very glad to hear of your good health. In fact, I 
did not need to have you say so to know it was a fact, as it was 
@pperent from the tone of cheerfulness in the letter itself. 

In regard to the trusts that you have formed by deeds 
of trust, I have come to the conclusion that no part of the prop- 
erty forming those trusts can be considered a part of your estate, 
and hence will cut no figure in determining whether your will dis- 
poses of one-third of the estate disposed of by will; but, when 
it comes to the trust formed by the will itself, and the residuary 
clauses in said will, what youlhave given to the General Hospital 
Society of Connecticutt would have to be considered in determining 
that question. How much the general residuary clause amounts to, 
of course, I do not know, as I have not a list of your property. 

I might suggest that,if it was not too much of a burden on your 
Gime and strength, it might be well to make out a written list, 
(at least in a general way), of your property and leave with me 


to keep with your will, so that I could see to it that your execu- 


tor was able to take possession of and distribute all of the prop- 


erty in accordance with the will. 
I refreshed my memory by reading my copy of your will, 
and, under the sixth section thereof, it would seem to me that we 


had not put the construction upon your contract with the Winchester
